The Applicants counsel thanks the Examiner for her further guidance during the 
telephonic conferences dated September 12, 2007. During that conversation, Examiner pointed 
out that new reference USPN 4,974,735 may be construed to include a "handle" (i.e., the lip 124 
of the lid 106 of Figs. 3a-3d) that is rotated as the container is opened by the lid hinge. This 
snaps off lid component 127 (See, Fig. 3d) to irreversibly change the state of the container. 

Upon discussion, the Applicants have agreed to clarify Claim 1 to recite that "said 
rotation of the handle effectuated while said cover unit remains closed thereby enabling the 
... detachment of a portion of members comprising a part of said case main unit". Just should 
provide the necessary distinction between the claimed invention and Newell. 

A similar change in language is also provided with respect to Claim 9. 

Also, a new Claim 11 is added which recites the limitation of a "handle being rotated 
about a second axis to effectuate the detachment of a portion of members". This second axis 
being different from the first axis that defines and axis of rotation for the cover. 
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Pursuant to these discussions, the applicants request that you consider the following 
suggested changes in Claim language. Accordingly, upon entry of these amendments the 
applicants request reconsideration and allowance of the present application. Accordingly, please 
amend the above-identified patent application as follows:
